They do not look like bad boys. 

‘Are these the boys that killed their 
father?’’ I asked in surprise of the jailer 
when he took me to the cell in which they Nov. 
are confined. 

‘Yes, they have confessed to Sheriff 
Byrnes and are held awaiting the action of 
the court. The two smaller ones hardly un- 
derstand what all the fuss is about. The 
elder one seems at times to exhibit a pe- 
culiar fiendish satisfaction at the consum- 
mation of the deed. I doubt, though, if he 
could tell you what murder means.”’ 

The answer came slowly from the jailer. 
It was accompanied by a pitying glance 
and an occasional dubious shake of the 
head. 

“Come here, little one,"’ I spoke to the 
smallest of the boys, John, who is only only 
8 years old. 

“Did you know what you were doing 
when you (it was hard to ask) killed your 
father? You loved your father, did you 
not?’’ 

The little fellow broke into a deluge of 
tears and leaned his whole weight on my 
shoulder. He cried and sobbed until my 
sleeve was wet. It nearly spoiled my waist, 
but somehow I did not seem to mind His 
grief was sincere. After he had cried for 
nearly two minutes he looked into my eyes 
and without break or hesitation of any 
kind told me the whole story.

Sam Rothell Was Pursued Until He

The Trade in Precious Stones as an In- 
dicator of the Times. 

Last year $24,500,000 worth of precious stones 
were imported into the United States. The im- 
portation of diamonds exceeded that of any pre-

FOR ARCHBISHOPS 


Catholic Prelates Will Meet 
to Solve Them. 


NEW CONDITIONS PREVAIL 


CARDINAL HAS PLANS FOR WORK 
IN AMERICA; 


Relation of Church of This Country 
and Its New Possessions to Rome 
Will Be Chief Topic. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

BALTIMORE, Nov. §.—Preparations 
have already begun for the conference 
which is held each year in Washington by 
the Roman Catholic archbishops of the 
United States. The meeting will be called 
Nov. 18. 

Since the last preceding meeting Arch- 
bishop Corrigan of New York, always a 
prominent figure at previous gatherings, 
_— died, and so has Archbishop Feehan 
of Chicago. 

Archbishop Kain of St. Louis is said to 
be so ill that he will not be able to at- 
tend. Although he is only 61 years of age, 
he has worked so hard during the past 27 
years that he has almost exhausted him- 
self. 

“ifteen years ago the late Bishop Ry- 
ai of Buffalo asked Bishop Kain, then of 
Wheeling, W. Va., to become his coadju- 
tor. He refused. 

Had he accepted he would now probably 
be archbishop of New York. 

Other changes in the membership of the 
conference seem inevitable in the near fu- 
ture. fag Elder of Cincinnati and 
Archbishop Willlams of Boston are more 
than 80 years old, Archbishop Ryan of 
Philadelphia is past 70, Cardinal Gibbons 
is 69, Archbishop Ireland, 64: Archbishop 
Keane a year younger; Archbishop Rior- 
dan of San Francisco, 61; Archbishop Katz- 
er, Chappelle and Bougarde, nearly 60, and 
Archbishop Christie of Portland just under 
that mark. 


Oldest Is One 

of Most Active. 

The venerable Archbishop Elder of Cin- 
cinnati ,although the senior of all, is one 


of the most active. He has no coadjutor 
and does all the work of his province 
alone. 

Archbishop Riordan of San Francisco is 
in Europe. where he went to plead the 
cause of the Pious Fund before the Hague 
tribunal and may not be back before the 
Washington meeting. : 

No stated program is ever announced for 
the conference of the prelates. 

This year it is intimated the topics will 
be especially important. A new. delegate 
apostolic in succession to Cardinal Marti- 
nelli will probahly be in Washington by 
that time and there is, moreover, a new 
cardinal prefect of the propagand!i to deal 
with this year. 

The affairs of the church in the United 
States are conducted at Rome through the 
Congregation of the Propagandi, and its 
recently appointed chief, Cardinal Gotti, is 
a M@ of action. He is one of the few Vat- 
ican officials who have visited this side of 
the Atlantic, and his views of things here 
are consequently much broader than those 
of his predecessor in office, the late Car- 
dinal Ledochowski. He is also the only pre- 
fect who has been able to speak PEnglish. 

In the best-informed circles the recent re- 
port that the hierarchy in the United States 
desires to be released from the direct au- 
thority of the propagandi is not confirmed. 

One solution of the difficulty, suggested 
to ensure a proper and direct presentation 
of religious questicms relating to the United 
States and conserve the dignity and. au- 
thority of the American church, is to have 
an American cardinal resident at the Vati-

Hugo Rougk Has Inherited a 
Fortune. . * 


IT IS NOT HIS FIRST ONE 


HAS BEEN AROUND THE WORLD 
TWICE AND MORE. 


Now His Only Ambition Is to Have 
One of the Best Machine Shops 
to Be Found Outside Large 
Cities. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 8.—Hugo Rougk, who for 
the last 11 years has been earning his bread 
by the sweat of his brow in a machine 
shop in Sheldon, Ill., has come into pos- 
session of a fortune. He received word 
from Saxony, Germany, about a year ago, 
informing him that by the provision of his 
father’s will he had been left the sum of 
$200,000. Mr. Rougk is of a retiring dispo- 
sition, and at the time of receiving this 
pleasant bit of information refused to talk 
of the matter. He performed his usual 
duties in his machine shop and any other 
work that required the skill of a mechanic. 
No one seemed to know when he received 


never told anyone. The only indication 
that he had received financial assistance 
was that he began enlarging his machine 
shop and put in new and modern mackin- 
ery.

Of course, they were not 
taxable, but Mr. Rougk had not drawn the 
interest, and consequently was compelled 
to pay taxes on that amount. 


Left an Estate 

of a Million. 
Hugo Rougk ‘s about 4 years old. His 
father, Charles William Rougk, died a little 
over a@ year ago and left an estate valued 


at $1,500,000. He was a locomotive builder 
and amassed considerable property. He did 
not even have an ordinary common school 
education, but everything he _ touched 
seemed to turn into money. He was 86 
years of age when he died, and his estate 


was divided between four children—three 
sons and one daughter. 

Hugo Rougk left home when 11 years of 
age, and is the black sheep of the family. 
Several years ago he ceneieed $50,000 from 
his father, but his fondness for fast horses 
secon made him penniless. Twice before 
now he had been a rich man. His real oc- 
cupation is ocean steamship engineer. He 
has traveled extensively, and, as he put it, 
“has been twice around the world and 
then some.”’ 

Early in life he had a mania for fast 
horses, and the $50,000 he possessed at that 
time was just about enough to purchase 
the experience he so tenderly cherishes to 
this day. When his money was all gone he 
sought out his brother, who was engaged 
in shipping on the Pacific coast, renouncing 
the turf, and deciding to begin life anew. 
He got a job as steamship engineer, and, 
during the seventies, went on several cruis- 
ing expeditions with Dewey and Schley. 
After nding several years on the water 
he went to work in San Francisco for $125 
er month. He dug clams during his spare 
ime and made $3 per day, on the side. He 
saved his money, and it was not long till 
he was able to buy a steamer of his own, 
which he leased, and continued working 
by the month and digging clams. .-His 
steamer brought him in considerable reve- 
rue, and soon he was able to buy a larger 
steamer, and finally engaged in the ship- 
ping business himself, competing with large 
curporations plying between the United 
States and Australia. At first he met with 
reverses, but he managed to struggle aloug, 
and was riding on.the wave of prosperity 
when his boat went to the bottom of the 
ocean. 


Variety Was 
Spice of Life. 

Mr. Rougk relates many thrilling and ex- 
citing experiences during his voyages and 
also some following his misfortune. He was 
not burdened with a monotonous life. One 
day he would ride in a special car, the next 
might find him riding In a box car. On 
day he would hold vast land interests in 
southern California; the next would find 
him looking for a,free lunch. At one time 
he and another fellow went to South Africa 
with $20,000 to invest in the diamond fields.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 8—Arizona, New 
Mexico and Oklahoma territory will be 
made into states in the coming session of 
If there be any exception it will 
be New Mexico. Senator Beveridge has 
just left Washington, where, from the 
“highest authority,’’ he received a revised 
edition of the Republican policy respecting 
these territories. 

Up to last spring, when Senator Bever- 
idge, as chairman of the committee on ter- 
ritories, made his fight against the con- 
sideration of the statehood bills, the pur- 
pose of the Republican leaders was to add 
no new states to the flag for the present. 
rhe reasons were purely political. It meant 
the addition of Democratic senators, Dem- 
ocratic representatives and Democratic 
votes in the electoral college. 

Now that the mountain states have been 
reclaimed and silver is a dead issue, it is 
thought htat the Republicans can carry 
these states after Congress changes their 
status. 

As a cabinet member remarked: ‘They 
are Roosevelt's kind of people.’’ The Presi- 
dent is to make several! stops there on his 
way to California in the spring, and political 
experts here say that after he has con- 

ratulated them upon reaching their ma- 
orities and whooped things up generally 
them is no possible doubt that the Presi- 
dent would carry all these new states. 
President Roosevelt himself thinks this is 
so. Senator Beveridge will preside over 
senatorial hearings to be held in the terrli- 
tories in the two weeks preceding the be- 
ginning of Congress. The reports on three 
hearings will be made the basis of legisia- 
tion.

The great corridor, with its multitude of 
sleepy chairs and quiet nooks for lounging, 
divides these chambers. 
President Roosevelt's room is very stately 


in its proportions. It is at present used as 
both sleeping and dining room, and is not 
overcrowded with furnic.ure. 

The floor is covered with a heavy carpet 
of soft green ground interspersed with a 
conventional flower design, and gives the 
artistic impression of a close-shaven iawn 
spangled with dandelions. 

The color tone is wa.m, with the genial- 
 f ol a perfect spring day. The upho.stery 
of the furniture is of the blending hue of 
the same tint, and the bed, tabies and 
dressing cases are of highly polished dark 
mahogany. 

The mantel is of a similar design to the 
one in Miss Ethel Roosevelt's bedroom. Be- 
fore it is spread a magnificent Turkish rug, 
where the rainbow runs riot in the blend- 
ing of color. 

t is amid such elegant surroundings that 
the President will pass his most privase 
hours. Mrs. Roosevelt's boudoir and bed 
chamber are not yet ready for exhibition. 

Miss Alice Roosevelt's room is plain and 
ge Its color tone is light blue and the 
walis are simplicity itself. 

There is no frippery about this apartment 
and not a single useless or extra piece of 
furniture is provided. 

Two pretty single beds of wrought brass 
are in the room. Anything of luxury or 
Gainty female frippery which may be 
added to this chamber will be the idea and 
design of its mistress. 

This room opens into the little cubbyhole 
chamber reserved for Miss Ethel Roosevel 
the younger daughter of the house, an 
both open into the main corridor. 

In Miss Ethel’s room the artist has 
caught a fine idea or the simple mantels 


which will adorn the new White House. 
They are of the whitest Carrara marble, 
and not an extra line is wasted in their 
ornamentation. Their beauty consists of 
classic elegance of design and ant 
purity. 

Looking along the esplanade these two 
sets of chambers, both the President's and 
his daughters’ may be seen. The semi- 
circular window on the-second story lights 
the great corridor. 

The main corridor runs through the man- 
sion from east to west. Here again the 
prevailing color is green. The walls are 
covered with burlap cloth, the _ leather 
chairs are of green tint, and nothing but 
the virgin whiteness of the door and win- 
dow casings relieves the prevailing ver-

Mrs. Underhill Smith Was 
One of “Rapping Trio.” 


SPIRITUALISM’S REAL AUTHORS 


ST. LOUISAN KNEW AND BE- 
LIEVED IN THEM. 


F. W. Peck Says Exposure of Tricks, 
Which Excited Interest Through- 
out World, by One of Them 
Was Afterwards Refut- 
ed by Her. 


In the death of Mrs. Leah Fox Underhill- 
Smith at her villa near Newark, N. J., last 
Tuesday, the faith of spiritualism lost the 
last of a trio of its most famous expo- 
nents. 

She was one of the 
who, early in the ‘Ss, 
celebrities as spiritualistic mediums. 

The wonderful power they were said to 
possess and the peculiar rapping phenom- 
ena which accompanied them always at- 
tracted the carnest attention of the civilized 
world and baffied investigations. 

Then came an exposure of their mystic 
power which had puzzicd thousands, the 
dumfounding of their followers, and a 
subsequent declaration that the exposure 
was false. 

They possessed in mo degree greater intel- 
ligence as children than is ordinarily found, 
but it was in their youth that they en- 
tered upon their remarkable career. 

They passed into the history of spiritual- 
ism as the practical founders of that faith, 
although it was really originated by 
an alleged ignorant, unsophisticated boy, 
Andrew Jackson Davis two years before 
the powers of the girls were manifested. 

Their names are reverenced by spiritual- 
ists, and the marvelous gift which was at- 
tributed to them at that time is still firmly 
believed by the disciples of the creed to 
have been conferrsad upon them by a great- 
er than human power. 

They practically built up spiritualism un- 
til its followers number thousan4s, and are 
in every part of the globe. 

The spiritualistic encyclopedia contains a 
sketch of their lives and deeds, which testi- 
fies to the regard in which they aro held. 
There are many St. Louisans who will 
recall the time when these three girls 
were the subjects of investigation by com- 
mittees representing the most prominent 
colleges and the most eminent men in. 
the country. These inquisitors sought by: 
every means at their command to break 
down the belief in the supernatural as re- 
lated to these voung women, but were un- 
able to solve the riddle or explain where 
the strange noises which followed them 
originated. And many became spiritualists 
themselves. 

St. Louisan Still 

Believes in Them. 

Pr. Wi Peck, a spiritualist who 
lives at 3005 Magazine street, met the 
mediums at the zenith of their fame and 
remembers them distinctly, as well as the 
circumstances surrounding the discovery 
of their gift. 

He, like hundreds of others in St. Louis 
has the most implicit fatth in the mysteri- 
ous manifestations as, exhibited by the Fox 
sisters, and declares that the exposure of 
their ertful tricks was simply the result of 
a greed for money and the constant impor- 
tunities on the part of persons antagonis- 
tic to the faith, who played upon the mind 
of one of the women, who, Mr. Peck says, 
became the victim of the alcoholic habit. 
He says that she subsequently denied the 
truth of her exposure. 

There were Katherine, Margaret and 
Leah, the daughters of John Fox, who, 
spiritualistic history states, was poor but 
of good character. 

The family lived at Hydesville, near 
Rochester, N. Y., in a amall frame dwell- 
ing. They were not conspicnous in any 
walk of life at this time, which was early 
dn 1848, but they received visits from 
their village acquaintances frequently as is 
usually the case in small towns. 

The visitors began tc take notice of a 
pecullar rapping upon the walls, floors and 
articles of furniture of the house, and they 
ramarked upon it. The family pleaded ig- 
norance of the reason for it, and aeserted 
that they had been greatly disturbed by it 
themselves, aspecially at night. 

It became a matter of common gossip 
and reached beyond the boundaries of the 
village to such an extent that the rappings 
became Known as the “Rochester Knock- 
ings."’ 

Investigations were made of the structure 
of the Fox residence, but nothing could 
be found to indicate anything unusual in 
its construction that could cause the 
phenomenon, as it was by this time re- 
garded, and strangers began to visit -he 
houee. 

And just at this time the climax came, 
and the presence of spirits was announced 
as the reason. The news spread, and tha 
whole religious and scientifiC world was 
aroused. 

As the nistorical etory mins, Katherine 
Fox, who was about 12 years old. °awoke 
ore night fn the latter part of March, 12848, 
and heard a rapping upon the head of her 
bed. She was frightened at first. for the 
room was in total darkness, and then sud- 
denly a whimsical idea entared her mind. 
she thought she would learn if the rup- 
per, or whatever it might be. could un- 
derstand, and would respond to her ques- 
tions. So ahe sat up in bed, raised her 
hand and extended three fingers. 

“Rap as many times as I have fingers 
held unp,"’ ghe said. 

The answer was three knocks on the 
head of the bed. She tried it again and 
again, and the reply was correct in every 
instance. Then she eaid: 

“Rap three times,’ and there were three 
raps. The girl leaped from her bed and, 
rushing into her mother’s apartments, 
cried: 

“Oh, ma; it can see and hear.”’ 

The ceport that the rapping was an in- 
telligent power was quickly circulated. and 
the Httle frame house became the center 
of excitement and international scientific 
research. The visitors began holding ‘‘cir- 
roles,” and nothing like tt was eve- heard 
of before. It was really the beginning of 
the spiritualietic movement, even though

The girls are said by spirttualists to have 
gone into public life reluctantly, but anti- 
spiritualists declare that it was a love of 
notoriety which induced them to do so, and 
that they continued a deception for this 
purpose im addition to that of accumulating 
money. However, they are said to have 
been persuaded by persons who believed in 
a disembodied spirit to become public me- 
diums and to hold seances, and they adopt- 
ed a code of signals, a slow process, but 
sufficiently intelligible. 

They went abroad in 1856 and held seances 
in all the principal European cities. Leah 
married a Mr. Underhill, who died, and she 
remarried a Mr. Smith. She never devel- 
oped such alleged remarkable power as her 
sisters, and her career as a public medium 
was not as long or as remarkable as that 
of her kin. Katherine married a Mr. 
Jencken, and Margaret wedded Dr. Kane, 
the famous Arctic explorer. 

Mr. Peck recalls a camp meeting of spirit- 
ualists at Lake Pleasant, Pa., and says he 
remembers particularly that a rapping was 
distinctly heard on the railing of the plat- 
form upon which the sisters were. 

The raps followed them around, in halls, 
everywhere, walking or otherwise, and 
human ingenuity could not discover how it 
came about untli there appeared a state- 
ment from Margaret Fox—then Mrs. Kane 
—which startled the world. 

In 1888 she published a full and complete 
exposure of the trickery the sisters had 
practised upon the credulity of thousands. 
She explained that the rappings were pro- 
duced by snapping the joints of the big 
toe, a trick which they had practiced until 
they became adepts at it. 

She even held a public meeting at the 
Academy of Music to demonstrate how the 
mysterious rappings had been produced, but 
even then the spiritualists would not be- 
lleve her. She told many other secrets of 
how the public had been duped by tricks 
which had been developed to perfection by 
the most painstaking work and study. 

Mr. Peck does not believe the exposure, 
and claims that, before Mrs. Kane died, she 
declared that the exposure was false and 
that the rappings were those of a spirit and 


nothing else. He states that these noises 
appeared not alone on the floor or in the 
immediate vicinity of the mediums, but at a 
distance from them, on the walls and else- 
where. 

He says that Margaret became a slave of 
liquor and could not be reformed, and that, 
on one occasion while intoxicated, she made 
the alleged exposure for financial benefit. 


He declares that she died a devout spirit-

CANADIAN POLICE 
STOP DOUKHOBURS 


1700 Marchers ‘“‘To Meet 
Jesus’ Are Arrested. 


SENT BACK TO THEIR HOMES 


AGAINST OFFICERS’ INTER- 
FERENCE. 


Though They Were Subjected to Great 
Sufferings, All Were Eager to 
Continue Their Fanatical 
Search for Savicr. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch, 

WINNIPEG, Manitoba Nov. 8 —The fol- 
lowing article from the Post-Dispatch cor- 
respondent with the Doukhobor army was 
received tonight: | 

The Doukhobors were imprisoned by the 
Dominion government authorities at Minne- 
dosa today"when they attempted to proceed 
eastward on their march 

Mounted police were stationed at the 
doors of the skating rink in which they 
spent the night. The Dovkhobors resisted 
at first, but finally became reconciled to 
their enforced captivity and spent the time 
chanting their plaintive hymns and praying 

A special tfain, with a large force o 
mounted police, reached Minnedosa tonight, 
and the entire army was put on cars to 
convey them to their former homes. 

Some had to be carried to the cars, but 
otherwise there was very little resistance. 

“Why, you cail Canada free!’ was cried 
out by many as they were entrained. 

At Yorkton.a young Doukhobor womath 
of attractive appearance dressed herself in 
white cotton, with canvas snoes, and pro- 
claimed herself the Virgin Mary. 

Many of the Doukhobors believed her 
story, and she may cause trouble if her 
advice shall be in the wrong direction. The 
mounted police will give special attention to 
her and her immediate followers. 


Wild Fanatics 
Look for Jesus. 
These wild fanatics are 
second coming of the Savior. Jesus is to 
Himself to them, they believe, to 
be reincarnated, to meet them on the snow- 
mantied prairie and lead them forth to 
evangeiize the world. 
He was to have met them at Millwood, 
a pretty little village perched on the steep 
banks of the mighty Assinniboine, but 


though He came not, their faith did not 
faiter. He simply. tarried to try them. 
Now they are sure. 
He would have met them in Winnipeg. 
the capital city of Manitoba, which they 
expected to reach by Noy. 15. Their urtest, 
therefore, comes as an especially hard blow 


to them. 
The WDoukhobors live in communities. 
in common. 


They hold property 
Three months awzo a religious agitation 
breke out among the Yonkton and Swan 
river colonies. They refused to work their 
horses. or to milk their cattle, turning 
them loose on the prairie. They refused to 
wear anything that had animal origin; they 
discarded their leather boots and Wore rub- 
bers They would not eat butter, eggs or 
indeed any article of food connected, ow- 
ever remotely, with an animal.

Seventeen hundred went on 
The police turned back 600 
children. Tonight's arrests 
1100 others. 

I overtook the army at Binscarth, a lil- 
tle village, about 200 miles from Winni- 
peg. They came straggling into the town in 
a procession two miles long. Picturesque 
figures they were, mostly clad in blue and 
with guadily colored scarfs. The wide, 
flaring skirts of their coats were kilted be- 
hind. Though the snow lay 3 inches deep 
on the ground, fully a score were barefoot.

l.ike Belgium's capital on the eve of Wat- 
erloo, St. Louls “had gathered then ther 
beauty and her chivalry.” The lights of 
the Coliseum shone over fair women in 
generous profusion and their escorts in such 
numbers that all the seats and standing 
room in the vast enclosure were occupied. 

The anticipated coming of the royal guest 
lent a thrill of enthusiasm to the throng 
of well-dressed men and gorgeously gowned 
women which gave vent to exuberant 
cheers for each meritorious display and 
performance on the sand bark before the 
distinguished foreigners arrived. 


ENTHUSIASM EVERYWHERE. 

The band seemed to play with unwonted 
vim, and the horses seemed to prance more 
proudly in view of the exhilaration of the 
spctators. 

FEiveryvbody was on qui.vive for the ap- 
pearance of Siam's future ruler, and cheers 
swept through the large auditorium when 
Somdetch Showfa Maha Vadjiravudh— 
that's the prince's full name—stepped fnto 
view. 

The prince and his party appeared at 
9:25. They entered the Coliseum through 
the Fourteenth street entrance and as- 
cended to the gallery in rear of the tiers 
of seats at the southwest corner of the 
Coliseum. 

As the party proceeded in single file down 
the aisle to the promenade behind the 
boxes, the cheers burst from all parts of 
the enclosure. 

The prince was personally escorted by 
Gov. Francis and Mayor Wells. They were 
followed by Messrs. Corwin H. Spencer, 
L. D. Dozier and William Haarstick, es- 
corting the members of the prince's suite. 

The prince and his party were escorted 
along the promenade to boxes Nos. 41, 40 
and 39, at the southeastern corner of the 
Coliseum.

A Denver commission :ays sho is, but the 
judge of the Porter cirsiut court decided 
that she had been illegally incarcerated in 
an illinois insane hospital, and refused to 


surrender her to the authorities of the in- 
stitution, who attempted to take her by 
fi.rce a few days 0. 

Miss Teller is the cousin of United States 
Senator Teller ot Colorado, and sister of 
John Teller, the Denver millionaire. 

She was born in Canada and 1s the daugh- 
ter of Col. Upper of the British army. Her 
mother was a prominent society woman 
of Canada, and Miss Teller, before going 
t» Denver, was well kn®wn in the fashion- 
able world. 

Miss Teller makes the claim that she has 
the power to locate gold, silver, oil, coal or 
anything else in the ground, and was the 
person who located oj] flelds in Egypt and 
in Texas several years before the fields 
were open to the world. 

Her plan, as she explained, is to have 
drawn for her a map of the tract of land 
on which the treasure is Ee to be. 

This she puts away for 24 hours. At 9 
o'clock in the morning she goes to her 
room and an invisible force takes pos- 
session of her and directs a pencil held in 
her hand to the places on the map where 
the coal, or gold, or minerals can be 
found. 

Her claim is. that she located a great 
deal of gold and silver and oll, and for her 
services she was to get one-fifth of the 
gross products. Miss Teller gave the 
names of a number of men who were in 

arinership with her, among the number 

cing the superintendent of the Stratton 

mine at Cripple Creek. Miss Teller’s 
claim is that her brothers want her ser- 
vices exciusively for themselves, and had 
her declared insane because she would 
not agree to It. 


Escaped 
From Insane Hospital. 

The court that declared Miss ‘Teller in- 
sane was located in Denver, and on a writ 
from that court she was taken to a private 
hospital at Jacksonville, Ill. After she had 
been there for two or three weeks she es- 
caped and made her way to Chicago. There 
ehe sold ratg Mage 4 and got $2. Going to 
the station, she asked the conductor of a 
Pennsylvania train to take her as far away 
as the $2 would pay her fare, and she was 
brought here. On her arrival here she said 
that as soon as she got money enough she 
would go see Rockefeller, the Standard 
Oil man. Her story attracted considerable 
sympathy, and she was given a home with 
Mrs. Anderson, who keeps a boarding house 
for students. 

A few days as Dr. Sharpe, superintend- 
ent of the Illinois Hospital, came here and 
secured the services of City Marshal Bil- 
lings. They went to Mrs. Anderson's house 
and demanded that Miss Teller return with 
them. Mrs. Anderson said she would do 
nothing without consulting her lawyer, and 
telephoned to former State Senator Agnew, 
who told her not to let Miss Teller go. Mr. 
Agnew was ii the courtroom, but his as- 
sistant, Henry F. Cutler, became a busy 
man at once. 


Was Oaptured 
by Two Men. 


Miss Teller ran into a room at her board- 
ing house screaming “or help. She held the 
door from the inside while Billings and 
Sharpe pulled on the outside. They finally 
got a strap, fastened it to the door and 
pulled it open. Miss Teller was thrown 
into a carriage and started fur the Penn- 
sylvania station. 

Cutler in the meantime had pre- 

writ of habeag corpus and chased 

the hack in a carriage of his own. 

At the station Mr. Cutler secured Miss 

Teller’s signature, rushed back to the court- 

house. and the sheriff took Miss Tejler in 

charge just as she wes stepp! on the 

train. The circuit judge held that the Den- 

ver court could not confine a person in IIli- 

nois and even if it could, it had no jurisdic- 

tion over Miss Teller in Indiana and he or- 
dered the woman released. 

She will remain here and in a few days 
she will, she declares, bring suits for dam- 
ages against the city marshal and his 
bondsmen and will also, she declares, instj- 
tute suits in the United States courts 
against the managers of the private hos- 
pital in Illinois and her reatives in Colo- 


rado. 

Miss Teller is well educated and seems to 
feel the humiliation to which she has 
been subjected. She declared that she is not 
insane and insists that she does possess 
the powers she claims. When talking on 
her ability to locate minerals she be- 
comes very emphatic and at times ex- 


cited.

LONDON, Nov. 8.—The official program 
of the Delhi ‘‘Curzonation’’ makes no men- 
tion of the vicereine (formerly Mary Leiter 
of Chicago). She has no official status. 
it recognizes only the viceroy and the duke 
(King Edward's brother) and the Duchess 
of Connaught who have precedence next 
after the viceroy. 

But Lady Curzon will stand at the foot 
of the viceroy’s throne with a duchess, in 
advance of all the other titled and official 
persons. 

The program provides that the viceroy 
@hall leave his camp with an escort of 
British cavalry, the Imperial Cadet Corps 
“and a regiment of native cavalry. He will| 
Grive into the arena with the Imperial 
Cadet Corps and a bedyguard. The vicere- 
gal standard will be hoisted and a royal 
@alute will be fired after the viceroy has 
@scended the throne and the durbar is 
opened. 

The chief herald, with 12 heralds ac- 
companying him, will ride in after several 
flourishes of trumpets and will read the 
proclamation. 

The royal-imperial standard will then be 
hoisted, the national anthem will be played 
and a salute of 101 guns will be fired. 

When this is finished there will be another 
flourish of trumpets and the viceroy will 
eddress the durbar. “At the close of the ad- 
@reas the chief herald will call for three 
cheers for the King-Emperor, which will be 
given first by the spectators in the amphi- 
theater and immediately afterward by all 
the troops outside. 

The ruling chiefs of India will then ad- 
vance to the dais and offer congratulations 
te the viceroy, who will receive them 
@tanding with the Duke of Connaught. 

The durbar will then close and the vice- 
roy and their reyal highnesses will depart. 

The atrangement and allotment of the

DUKE PAUL IS A LOTHARIO 


First Wife Said to Have Committed

VIENNA, Nov. 8.—The clandestine mar- 
riage of Grand Duke Paul Alexandrovitch 
of Russia and Mrs. Pistolcors, the daughter 
of his old-time aide-de-camp, is the latest. 
act in a remarkable domestic drama. 

The grand duke had obtained through 
Poviedonostseff, the procurator of the Holy 
Synod, a separation for Mrs. Pistolcors 
from her husband on the solemn pledge 
that he would never marry her. That pledge

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he broke in resentment of the Czar’s con- 
temptuous attitude toward the woman, 
who, it was understood, should be received 
at court. 

Grand Duke Paul was married first in 
June, 1889, to Princess Alexandra of Greece, 
who then was 19 years old, very charming 
and desperately in love with her handsome 
husband. But within @ year the princess 
discovered that he was paying marked at- 
tention to the Grand Duchess Serge, then 
the most beautiful and most attractive 
woman in the Russian court, the wife of his 
next older brother and the sister of the 
present Czarina. In the summer of 1891 el! 
the imperial family assembled in the Cri- 
mea. The princess was expecting a visit 
from the stork. She was made exceedingly 
unhappy by her husband's course, and in 
September there was what was reported to 
be a carriage accident, though there are 
those who say the truth is she committed 
suicide by jumping out of her carriage 
when the horses were running down a 
steep hill, dying five days later. 

The King of Greece wrote a bitter letter 
to Czar Alexander III. and has never set 
foot in Russia since then, refusing even to 
accompany the Queen to the Czar’s death- 
bed. 

After Grand Duke Paul's marriage with 
Mrs. Pistolcors the Czar dismissed him from 
the Russian army, in which he was a lieu- 
tenant-general and commander of the 
Guards Corps, and has banished the grand 
duke and his new wife. As previously ca- 
bled, they will take up their residence at 
France.

The Vatican prelates have noticed that 
lately the pontiff has often referred in au- 
dience to his not-far-distant end. 

On Tuesday he completed 24 years 8 
months and 14 days of his pontificate, which 
is only a little shorter than that of St 
Peter and Pius IX. Yet it ts affirmed in 
Vatican circles that the Pope has not been 
as well in ten years as he is now, when 
his ninety-third birthday is but four months 
away. 

Father Dunford, the leader of the English 
pilgrimage which has just been received, 
tells the Post-Dispatch correspondent he 
thinks the Pope looks better than when he 
saw him two years ago.

Vies,”’ the new book of the Brothers Vic- 
tor and Paul Margueritte, the brilliant lit- 
terateurs, has aroused a storm of dis- 
cussion. The problem of divorce is treated 
from two points of view with a frankness 
new to the French mind. 

The book pictures a mother and a daugh- 
ter, both Mnked to men whom they cannot 
endure, and from whom they would be glad 
to be free; but their point. of view is de- 
cidedly different. The mother is ‘“‘Catho- 
lic’’ in the blood in every fiber of her be- 
ing, and thinks it would be a sacrilege 
to demand a divorce. Her daughter be- 
lieves otherwise, and considers it a wrong 
to herself—a being with a right to some of 
the gladness of life to immolate herself 
by living with q man who is hateful to 
her. She demands a divorce. Her mother, 
because of her love for her child, supports 
her in it. Then there follows a long and 
odious sult in which the two women are 
made to support all sorts of vile insinua- 
tlons from lawyers, witnesses, etc. 

Being women of delicate feeling they are 
horribly wounded bv all the scandal that 
surges around them, but they bear it to 
the bitter end. The divorce is not granted, 
and the young woman is ordered to return 
to the roof of her husband. Sho revolts, 
and with her child, leaves France. The book 
graphically paints the injustice of justice. 

“It makes a plea for divorce by the con- 
sent of both parties, or by that of one, 
and for a larger interpretation in the courts 
of the divarce question.’’

ACTIVITIES OF CLUBWOMEN. 


From the Pilgrim. 

Georgia club women have just presented 
to the state legislature a bill providing 
‘against the emplcyment in the factories of 
children under 12 years of age. This quee- 
tion of child labor in the cotton-producing 
states is commanding the attention of phil- 
anthropists and economists on all sides, 
while to club women the efforts of the 
Georgia women are particularly interest- 
ing, inasmuch as they are among the first 
in the fleld following the recent recommen- 
dation of the General Federation of Wom- 
en's Clubs on behal? of the improvement 
of child labor laws over the country. 

But elsewhere other battles have begun. 
Illinois club women, for example, &re co- 
operating with the Chicago Federation of 
Labor on a stringent child labor measure, 
modeled after that in Massachusetts, 
which looks after both industiial and edu- 
cational intcrests of the youthful worker. 
Two thousand copies of a pamphlet setting 
forth the proposed law were distributed at 
the recent convention of the Il'inois Fed- 
eration of Women’s Clubs, and the matter 
was otherwise presented by Miss Jane 
Aditams of Hull House.

Exact instruction in one of 
the Chinese languages can only be given 
by a Chinaman.

The country gentleman finds in 
it the means of cross-country jourgeys 
which were almost impracticable bef 
The rural doctor is able, with a motor t 
costs no more than a single horse and care 
riage, to cover a district that would taz 
the resources of a well-filled stable, The 
shopkeeper in the county town who sets up 
a motor car will be able to meet the wants 
of his outlying customers with a reguiarity 
and dispatch previously unknown. The 
farmer whose attempts to carry on his bust- 
ness have been strangled In their cradle 
by the delays and exorbitant charges of the 
railways will often find In the motor car 
the means of transporting his perishable 
produce to the doors of the consumers, 
who will also gain by getting fresh instead 
of ‘‘doctored"’ food. It ia doubtful whether 
even railways conferred a greater boon on 
the country than is promised by the motor 
car. Not only the future of a great indus- 
try, but the amenity of rural life is closely 
interwoven with the motor-car problem. We 
desire to free the motor car from the sense- 
less speed limit, but to prevent reckless 
driving by insisting on licenses and on the 
display of a registered number. : 


WHY GIRLS PREFER SHOP TO 
HOUSEWORK. 


From the New York World: 

The Wisconsin State Labor Bureau hag 
been collecting reasons why girls prefer 
work in factories and stores to household 
service. Inquiries were sent to 769 persons. 
Among the answers were these: 

If ladies would only give girls better 
rooms, kinder treatment and warmer be@s— 
ana let them live independently more gtris 
would do housework. 

I went into the factory because I 
wished to be treated like a human being. 

The reason I won't do housework is Be 
cause I will not be treated like half a slave 
and always a nobody. 

I love housework, but, like a host of oth- 
er girls, I refuse to do it under present 
conditions, 

None of the girls I know would @o house- 
work, because a girl who does it is always 
‘looked upon as a kitchen drudge, always on 
duty and seldom treated justly. 

I am treated better in the factory in 
every way, and, besides, I am no lonmper. 
obliged to entertain in the kitchen or re 
ceive my friends at the back door, anes 
I can Hive at home with my own people 

There is no sign in these repites of an 
instance on the part of servants that they 
be regarded as members of the family. They 
desire as little to intrude on other circles 
as they wish for intrusion upon thelr own. 
But they complain justly when the fact of 
social distinctions is thrust upon them 
with bald brutality. The Wisconsin @n- 
swers, which would probably be good for 
any other state, suggest that upon the 
untactful mistress of the house Hes a large 
burden of responsibility for “the servant 
girl problem” as it Is. 


SAFETY SUITS FOR LIVE WIRES. 


A dispatch from Berlin describes some 
electrical experiments which may result tn 
a great decrease in the iumber of losses of 
life by the live wire. The statement is made 
that Prof. Armetieff, who is well known 
in electrical circles, has invented a safety 
sult for electrical workers, in which it is 
impossible to obtain a deadly shock of 
current. The principle of the safety dress 
is based on the well-known property of 
electricity which makes it choose always 
the shortest route in making a circult. For 
instance, !t is claimedsthat the safest place 
for a human being tn the midst of a vio- 
lent lightning storm is in the bowels of @ 
battleship or in some other ponderous mass 
of metal, well grounded. Prof. Armetie® 
has made his safety dress entirely of gause, 
fine but thickly woven. It completely in- 
closes the wearer, including his head, feet 
and hands. It weighs altogether 3.3 pounds. 
From hand to hand ite resistance is 0.017 
ohms, and its capacity ranges from .0003 
to .00025 microfarads. Its cooling surface ie 
enormous. A current of 20 amperes can 
be passeéd through it from hand to hand 
for a number of seconds without heating 
it in the least. Prof. Armetieff proved the 
above by dressing in the sult and allowing 
the currents to be sent through itt, which 
were much stronger, for instance, than 
those used for executing criminals in — 
Sing.

A LEFT-HANDED BLOW. 

Medical Examiner Harris supplied an 
opinion that fits the physical peculiarity of 
the man under suspicion. Dr. Harris, after 
performing the autopsy on the body of Miss 
Morton, said he believed her assailant was 
a left-handed man. 

The doctor found a fracture on the left 
side of the heai, and evidently two blows 
had been struck. From the position of the 
wounds the medical examiner concluded 
that the woman was struck from behind. 

Mise Morton was not choked, but the 
murderer apparently grasped the back of 
her linen collar and held her while he 
struck, aa the collar was torn as if by a 
pull from behind. 

The man suspected has not been known 
as a left-handed man, but an attendant at 
the hoepital who used to play golf with 
him remembered that he always struck the 
balls from the ieft. This habit of the sus- 

ect Was ascertained after the detectives 
earned of Dr. Harris’ opinion. 

The succession of assaults upon women 
in secluded localities is explained upon the 
theory that this man has an aberration 
which has magnified an old rejection by a 
woman into an insane conviction that he 
has been deeply injured by women and 
must have his revenge. This is believed to 
be the mania which hes incited him. 

Yet in each case there hss been just 
enough to suggest a suspicion of robbery. 
Scmething of little value has been taken. 
In Miss Morton's case he took her gold 
watch and about $2 which she had in the 
chatelaine bag.

DISAPPEARING IN ARKANSAS 


Only One-Fourth the Former Quantity 
of Shells Are Now Received “at 
the Button Factory. 


NEWPORT, Ark., Nov. 8—B. J. Best, a 
pearl buyer of this city, says he aver- 
ages from 200 to 300 per cent profits in 
pursuing pearl buying. In discussing the 
industry he said: 

“Sometimes two or three pearls are 
found in a shell, and again a thousand are 
opened and none found at all. The per 
cent of shells that must be opened to find 
a really valuable pearl is much greater. 
I would not advise anyone to go into the 
— business, although many have made 
ortunes 1n it. Then again thousands have 
lost fortuns. The pearl business is play- 
ing out. Not more than 25 tons of shells 
a week are received now at the Newport 
button factory and last spring they used 
to come in as high as 100 tons a day. No 
pearls are being found now in the St. 
Francis and they are about gone on the 
Black river and the Upper White. ‘There 
is still some profitable pearling at De 
Valls Biuff, but it is not nearly what it 
used to be there, and what are found are 
not nearly of as good quality. The mar- 
ket for Arkansas pears has kept up re- 
markably well, and the prices have ruled 
strong.”’

IN TIME TO STOP. 


The Cgllision Occurred at the Terminal 
Railway Belt Crossing at 10:15 
in the Morning. 


In a collision at the Terminal Railway 
selt crossing of the Belleville Rock road 
between a train of the St. Louis Valley

As it approached the 
Terminal Belt crossing Conductor Rhine- 
hart went to the front platform to see If 
the track was clear. 

On account of the trees he did not see 
train No. 1 of the St. Louis Valley rail- 
road, outbound, approaching. It was in 
charge of Conductor Hugh Murphy and 
Engineer Charles Goodwin. 

Motorman James Borden was unable to 
stop the electric car before the front plat- 
form projected over the track. He saw 
the engine 60 feet away and shouted: “A 
train's coming.”’ He sought to get the car 
across the track, but the power did not 
respond quickly enough. The engineer of 
the train saw the danger and reversed the 
engine, but before the speed had perceptibly 
checked the crash came. The electric car 
Was struck squarely in the middle.

Dr. Lemen is a soldier of toytunc. His ho me is out onthe edge of St. Louis, at Upper Alton, 
Ill., or, at least, that is the place where least has been seen of ii since, now tour years gone, he 
did resolve upon and adopt the strenuous life. . 

He studied medicine in St. Louis, and enlisted here with the Sixteenth regulars when the war with 
Spain came. 

From Cuba he followed the wars to China, and then to the Philippines. 

He has been knocked down by an exploding shell, shot off his fest by bullets and laid on the 
his back by that very excellent old marksman—cholera. 

He has fought Spaniards, Boxers and four or five different castes of Filipinos. 

He is coming home now. He ts all right. They couldn't kill him. He follows the wars as religion I 
as ever did any crusader of old, and beside him the President of these United States of America looks 
rather like a loiterer along the way. : 

Dr. Lemen reached San Franrisco October 20. Two days later he married Miss Gladys Lahl, a 
San Francisco lady with whom he became engaged before he sailed for China. His people thought his; 
ship had cholera aboard and was held in Quarantine. They did not hear from him. He was getting 
married. 

Dr. Lemen was a practicing physician at Alton when the Spanish-American war broke out. 
not yet 30 years old. .He was full of life. He tied up his physician's rig and came down to St. Louis. 
They were enlisting men for the war. 

Dr. Lemen enlisted. He was assigned to the Sixteenth Infantry. He went to Cuba. The battle of 
San Juan came. Dr. Lemen was in the battle as a private. 

A shell came hurling down through the trees and burst around the ears of a group of Americans. 

Dr. Lemen was there. He was knocked to the ground. When he recovered from the shoek he looked 
around and saw dead and dying men about him. He was a surgeon. He was not serving in any such ca- 
pacity, but he threw down his rifle and went to work on the wounded men. Richard Lewis of St. Louis 
was one of the killed. 

After the battle of San Juan, Dr. Lemen returned to his home. He thought he-had enough of war 
after.that close shave with the shell. He.would settle down and practice his profession,: He did—for a 
month. Ther he volunteered again and went to Cuba a second time with the Third Engineers. 

The death of his mother called him home the second time. He resolved agair to practice his profes- 
sion at his,home. He did—till the 7 blew. Then he was off for China, with an assistant sargedp 's 
commission in his et. He went to Tien Tsin, and was a volunteer there. This was in 1900. 

From China, still following the wars, Dr.. Lemen went down to the Philippines in 1901. He went 
out with a scouting party, and: was nipped by a bullet on the skirmish line.

Half a Million Dollars More to Be Expended if Mayor Wells 
Reeommendation Is Adopted--Over 900 Professional Fire- % 
Fighters Engaged in St. Louis---The Process of Modern- 


izing the Fire Department.

St. Louis municipal bodies concur in the recommendations of Mayor Rolla 
Louis will have within another 18 months one of the finest 
fire-fighting institutions in the world. 


Mayor Wells wants $500.000 appropriated for the betterment of the St. Louis 


Fire Department. This 


sum of money would make it possible for the department to 


have ten new engine houses and ten new engines, together with all the paraphernalia 
that goes to thoroughly equip a met ropolitan fire company. 
The sort of fire engines the St. Louis Fire Department is purchasing now are one 


of the triumphs of the 


American mechanic. 


They are not only beautiful, powerful 


and serviceable, but they are wonderful for the manner in which their machinery is con- 
densed and for their weight, the largest type of the modern fire engine weighing but 
§200 pounds, not so much but that three strong horses can pick it up and carry it 


over ground at break-neck speed. 


HD St. Louis fire department has made 
great strides in the last seven years. 

It has become one of the most pow- 

erful fire-fighting institutions in the United 
States. It has bought in seven years, 15 new 
engines, five of them capable of throwing 
four one-inch streams simultaneously, or %0 
gallons of water a minute for ench engine. 

Seven years ago the department had two 
combination chemical trucks; today it has 
19, each carrying a 50-gallon chemical tank 
and %0 feet of chemical hose. 

Seven years ago the department employed 
416 men; now it employs 565. It had nine 
hook and ladder trucks, with none in re- 
serve; now it has 12, with three in reserve. 

Seven years ago it had no repair shop; 


now it has, at Twelfth street and Wash- 
ington avenue, a big two-story repair shop 
and storage house, It had nothing but rub- 
ber hose; now it has, at each engine house, 
two complete eets of rubber-lined cotton 
hose. 

Mayor Wells wants to follow up this 
progress with a $500,000 appropriation to 
make the fire department of St. Louis the 
fourth best in America, as is expected of 
the fourth American city. He wants 10 
new engine houses and 10 modern and pow- 
erful new engines, with all the additional 
equipment necessary. 

St. Lowis has 88 fire engines in active ser- 
vice now, and 9 are held in reserve. Eleven 
of these engines cost $5200 each, 6 of them 
cost $4800 each, 15 of them cost $4200 each 
and 4 of them cost $4000 each. 

The five first-class fire engines of the de- 
partment throw, each, four one-inch 
streams of water, or, if the streams are 
Siamesed, as the expression goes in the fire- 
fighting world, each of these engines will 
throw two two-inch streams. 

Al the others throw two one-inch streams. 
The united pumping capacity of the 47 en- 
gines, directed into one hose, would require 
& nozzle nine feet in diameter and flowing, 
every minute, 33,000 gallons of water.

HD appropriation recommended by the 
mayor would give St. Louis a fire 
department commensurate with the 

city’s size. I base my calculations upon 
the departement of Boston, which has 49 
engines in service where St. Louis has but 
BR. 


The sort of engines we are buying now 
are wonderful pieces of machinery. We 
have one in course of construction at this 
time that will cost $5400. It will throw four 
one-inch etreams of water, and will weigh 
8200 pounds. Three horses will be able 
to run with it. Its pumping capacity will 
be 1290 gallons of water a minute. 

We are modernizing the department very 
rapidly now. The old street cisterns have 
passed out of use. and we are using noth- 
ing but fire plugs. We get from these a 
preseure of 50 povnds to the square inch 
downtown, and considerably more than that 
nearer the water towers, which considera- 
bly lightens the burden of the engines. 

Our finest type of fire engine today 
throws a stream of water 20) feet tn the 
air under normal condition§, and will throw 
it as high as 250 feet when the wind is not 
bdlowing. The pressure is ordinarily 20 
pounds to the equare inch, and the most 
effective fire-fighting stream is that either 
two ao eee in diameter, or, if not that, one 


and three-quarter inches. 

The modern fire engines of St. Louis are 
never cold. That is, they always have a 
little steam. We have an additional boller 
in the basement of each of the engine 
houses, and with this we keep up abcut ten 
pounds of steam in the summer and about 
2 pounds through the winter. 

When an alarm is turned in the quick 
fire in the fire-box of the engine can easily 
increases the steam to a sufficient pressure 
by the time the fire is reached, even though 
the distance to the fire be but a Pbiock. 
The fire in the engine is made with shav- 
ings, kindling, hickory wood and Pittsburg 
coal. 


The fire engine becomes more effective 

and more costly every year: mechanics 
Beck continually to increase their 
power and take from their weight. We 
cannot find tm any other engine a more 
remarkable combination of power and 
lightness than may be found in one of 
our modern fine engines. Our newest en- 
gine, for instance, is going to weigh but 
$200 pounds. Yet _it will pump 1200 gallons 
of water a minute. 


The best of care is taken of a fire engine. 
We get the engineers from our own ranks. 
At intervals there are called up before 
an examining board a number of the men 
who have been firing. This board consists 
of an olw engineer and our mechanical e- 
gineer. 

The men are given each 130 questions to 
answer. They cover @erything pertaining 
to the duties of an engineer. 

The man answering the greatest number 
of them correctly is given the first en- 
gine, and so on down to those who do not 
make a lower average than §0 per cent. 

The aerial truck and the water tower 
are effective adjuncts to modern fire fight- 
ing. We have two of the water towers, 
one & feet high and the other 7 feet. 
We have six aerial trucks, four of them 
8 feet and two of them 75 feet in height. 

Our efigines will throw a two-inch stream 
of water higher thah any building in 8t. 
louis, but we cannot effectively fight a 
fire in that way. Effective fighting is done 
on the level. That is, if a fire is in the 
fifth story of a building, we do not stand 
in the estreet and throw water into the 
windows on the fifth floor. That would be 
to strike the celling with the stream and 
send the water up In smoke 

What we do fs to send the hose up on 
a level with the fire. If we cannot do 
this by means of other bulldings, we do 
it with the water towers and the aerial 
trudks, oftentimes cutting holes in the 
walls through which to sweep the burning 
floor. 

While the modern fire engine is the most 
effective and most-improved of our modern 
fire-fighting weapons, there are other things 
which do remarkable service. One of these 
is the rubber-lined cotton hose. In former 
years it was a common thing to see a hose 
burst under the enormous pressure. 

Oftentimes a wagon-wheel, running over 
the hose, would cause it to burst. Now it is 
unusual for a hose to burst. In fact, it 
scarcely occurs at all. This is true in spite 
of the fact that the pressure from the mod- 
ern engine is greater than that from 
the old. It is due to two things. One of 
these is the great strength of the hose it- 
self; the other is the vacuum cham- 
bers upon the modern fire engine. 
There are three of these, and 
serve as a cushion to relieve the hose 


‘when there is a swell in the water presgure. 


The large hump on the engine is one of 
these chambers. It is partially filled with 
air. At the top is.a considerable vacuum.

When the pressure is exceptional the air is 
forced into this vacuum, giving the cushion 
effect. 

The chemical truck is another great aid 
to fire-fighting. Fach of our 19 combina- 
tion chemical trucks carries a -galion tank 
and 350 feet of chemical hose. In the tank 
is a solution of sulphuric acid and bicar- 
bonate of soda.

The ex- 
periment station is at work on a series of 
tests to develop an apple suitable to this 
climate and to this soll that will be a good 
fruiter, a good shipper, a good keeper and 
a good eater. We are engrafting Russian 
branches on native roots. We are experi- 
menting on 250 different varieties and on 
whole and half-whole grafting. 

Missouri is peculiarly fitted to be the ap- 
ple orchard of the world. Land worth 
from 15 cents to $5 an acre will-be in 
competition with New York state land 
worth from $20 to $200 an acre. 

New York has 15,000,000 trees set out. 
Missouri has 20,000,000, but not all of ours 
are producing. Our Ben Davis, Jonathan 
Grimes Golden and Hunter are favorites, 
White winter pippins are of equal quality 
but do not yield so much and are not so 
good shippers and keepers. 

A man in Lawrence County, Southwest 
Missouri, planted 120 acres to apple trees. 
When planted the land stood him $20 an 
acre. He grew incidental crops between 
the rows. This made the land profitable 
while he was waiting for the apple trees 
to bear. 

His crop last year brought 10 times what 
the land cost. Apples bear well in about 
eight years. Peaches bear in four. Some 
farmers set out alternate rows of peaches 
and apples. In four years they are getting 
returns from the peaches. 
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We ascertained that whenever the ther- 
mometer went 20 degrees below zero 
there was no peach crop the following 
year. We decided that if budding could be 
arrested until after the danger of cold had 
passed the crop could be saved. 


A spray of whitewash was used at the 
beginning of the cold weather, and again 
after winter rains had washed off the first 
coating, and although the thermometer 
went below 20 the crop was preserved. Re- 
peated experiment demonstrated the infal- 
libility of the treatment. 

I have letters from Ontario telling me 
that whitewash spray has to be put on 
only once In that latitude, as there are 
no winter rains, and that through our dis- 
covery ¢ ranada is becoming a peach-ralising 
country. 


One of the recent experiments of the sta- 
tion about which I have seen nothing stat- 
ed is a successful attempt made to grow 
asparagus in midwinter outside of hot 
houses. The demonstration was so thor- 
ough and yuccessful that I do not think we 
shall carry it further. 


First we planted rows of half tiles end 
to end, but with small space between con- 
nections. Then on top of this we made 
beds of soft, rich earth, such as asparagus 
likes. In this we planted the seeds, and 
on top of the earth we spread straw used 
in bedding down horses. 


We began this experiment in December. 


Every day we had a man place the end-

noon. The straw bedding on top ferment- 
ing and thereby heating the top, and the 
steam heating the bottom, the ground in 
which the asparagus was planted was 
warm from the time of the planting until 
the time of the harvesting. You should 
have seen that asparagus grow. 

Soon we were able to turn back the 
etraw and, with an asparagus knife, cut oft 
the sprouts. We sent them to St. Louis 
daily. We got 50 cents a bunch for them 
where in summer the price would be 5 or 
10 cents. Careful count of expense was 
kept, and we figured that for an acre the 
net receipts would have been $900. 


“We have been called on for a great deal 
of information about the growing of gin- 
seng since the Chinese consul at Sen Fran- 
cisco, Yo-How, recently in St. Louis,.stated 
that the demand in China for ginseng 
root had not been supplied and he won- 
dered that American farmers did not grow 
this root for the Chinese market. Ginseng 
is supposed by Chinamen to cure all dis- 
eases, or, if taken in time, to prevent all 
diseases. Complete roots are wanted—not 
nieces. 

Grotesque shapes which may be imagined 
to represent human beings or parts of hu- 
man beings are sold at fabulous prices. 
Superstition has something to do with their 
value. Pieces of root can be ground up 
and sold to the American drug trade ata 
good price. But pieces will not be bought 
im China. 

One Texas grower refused $0,000 for an 
acre of roots recently. Another declined

soil rich with dead leaves. Then they must 
build some sort of rude shelter for it that 
will keep it in the shadow, but not keep 
off the rains. Were I going into ginseng 
culture I would not grow the roots for the 
Chinese market, but grow small roots for 
transplanting and sell them to other grow- 
ers. I believe there would be a fortune 
in this for a while, say for the next five 
years. 

The time taken to grow the full-sized 
root from the seed is about ten years. But 
even at that one would get $5000 an acre 
per year if the seed planted really were 
ginseng. The price of ginseng runs from 
5 to $16 a pound. 

By the time it gets to China some of it 
probably brings as high as "$50 a pound. 
It takes so much time to make experi- 
ments that we have not yet taken up gin- 
seng growing at the experiment station. 
But we gladly furnish information about 
it. 

We have found that the climate and soll 
of Missouri grow figs of the hardiest char- 
acter. All they need is to be covered with 
straw In the winter. Next year they are 
thrifty as ever. They bear indefinitely. 

Soft shell pecans will grow in fence cor- 
nets in Missouri even in hard clay with no 
attention whatever, our experiments show.

The development of coal mining in Ill- 
nois has been rapid of late years.

At that time 
the total output from 741 mines was 12,000,- 
000 tons, and the number \employed was 
25,695.

Last year there was an increase in the

There are 70 mines in St. Clair

In the last fiscal year 60,000 tons more 
than in the preceding year were mined.

Of the 70 mines in St. Clair county nearly 
all are shaft mines. That is, the coal strat- 
um Is reached by a vertical shaft. The top 
works of these mines are familiar to every- 
body who has ever gone through the coun- 
try, but few besides the men who work in 
them have gone down into the depths 
where the coal is to be found. 

The shaft goes straight down a distance 
of from 8 to 200 feet, according to tho 
depth at which the coal vein is found. The 
shaft is boarded up on all sides to prevent 
it from caving. Except in very small 
mines the shaft has a center partition of 
timbers. 

Two cages or elevators are used. As one 
descends with an empty box the other 
ascends with a loaded box. The loaded box 
is hoisted to the top of the structure and 
rolled off on an elevated track and the con- 
tents are dumped into the chute which 
carry them to the coal cars on the switch 


* below. 


From the base of the shaft entries branch 
off in different directions. Along each one 
is a narrow track for the boxes on wheels, 
which are drawn away empty by the mine 
mules to the rooms far back in the earth 
and brought back filled to be raised to the 
surface. 

Very sagacious are these animals, which 
never see the light of day after they are 
lowered into the mine until, their useful- 
ness over, after many years perhaps, they 
are sent back to the earth's surface. 
Without bridles or lines they are driven 
by the driver’s voice through the dark pas- 
sages of the mine, seeming to see as well 
as if in the sunlight, although there is no 
light save the filckering flame of the min- 
er’s lamp op the driver's cap. 

The sensation is not pleasant when One !s 
lowered into a shaft mine for the first time. 
A representative of the Sunday Post-Dts- 
patch was taken down into the Muren mine 
near Belleville one night last week by one 
of the Muren brothers. 

In the office hats were exchanged for 
miners’ caps with lamps attached. One of 
the cages was standing at the top of the 
shaft. Mr. Muren opened the gate and sald: 
“Step on.”” He followed and shouted to the 
engineer. The cage started down with a 
lurch and a creak. 

An upward rush of air snuffed out the 
lamps. There were no sides to the cage 
and nothing to hold to. The cage dropped 
down and downmand down. There was the 
splash of dripping water. The cage stopped 
and the relighted lamps showed that the 
bottom had been reached. 

From the bottom of the shaft an entry 
led away. The filckering lamps showed that 
it was perhaps ten feet wide and a scant 
six feet high, with side walls of coal and 
solid rock overhead, 

A string of cars stood on a siding ready 
to be pushed on the cage and raised to the 
surface, 

A strong wind was blowing toward the 
bottom of the shaft. It felt cool and fresh. 
It had been sent down from the surface 
through another shaft by a great fan, 
which is kept going night and day, and it 
had been through all the passages and 
rooms of the mine and was making its way 
back to the surface through the hoisting 
shaft. 

A little way down the entry, where it be- 
came narrower and so low that a short 
man had to stoop, there was a roar anda 
rush overhead. A wooden flume crossed the 
entrv, carrying the air, direct from the fan, 
into other parts of the mine. 
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barred the way seemingly, but swung open 
at a touch, It was placed there to guide 
the current of alr where it would do the 
most good, 

All through the mine these doors are 
found at intervals, By closing them or 
keeping them open the air current is di- 
rected where it is needed and prevented 
from going where it is not reeded. 

At varying distances there were open- 
ings to the right and to ‘the left into 
“rooms” where the men work. 

From one of these came a great crash 
and clatter. “It ig the machine at work,” 
said Mr. Muren. Two lights flashed ahead 
a8 @ corner Was turned. The air was filled 
with fine dust, so that the two men who 
were working the mining machine could 
scarcely be seen. 

It is run by electricity, this modern 
mining machine. Its snout is planted up 
against the face of the coal and an end- 
less chain set with huge teeth is started. 
It grinds its way under the vein of coal. 
While one man operates the machine his 
partner shovels away the debris. 

When the men come to work in the 
morning they shoot down with powder 
the coal which has been undercut during 
the night and load it on the cars which are 
taken to the surface. 

Not so modern in its equipment and for 
that reason more picturesquely interesting 
is\the Donk Bro.’ slope mine on the Belle- 
ville & Carondelet railroad, south of Belle- 
ville. The mine is entered through a tun- 
nel driven into the side of a hill. The 
cars are drawn out in strings of thirty or 
more by means of a wire cable. 

Thomas Wright accompanied a Sunday 
Post-Dispatch representative who climbed 
into one of the cars of the “trip” as it 
was about to be lowered through the tun- 
nel into the mine. An ftnclination to sit 
up straight and see what was to be seen 
by the light of the lamps was opportunely 
checked by Mr. Wright. 

“Get down as low as you can,” he said, 
and the warning was emphasized by an 
overhangingy rock grazing the nmiiners’ cap 
on the head of the newspaper man and 
snuffing out the lamp on it. “It'll be your 
head next if you don't get down lower,” 
added Mr. Wright. “Sit down flat in the 
bottom of the box.”’ 

There was need to sit as flat as one could. 
By the light of Mr. Wright's lamp, which 
he had kept burning by holding down in 
the box, it could be seen that the tops of 
the boxes barely cleared the roof. 

Suddenly the roof disappeared. There 
was a black cavern overhead. A sharply 
spoken word of warning checked the in- 
quiring head which was beginning to rise 
out of the box. “It’s where there was 
a cave-in last winter," sald Mr. Wright, and 
before he had finished the explanation the 
roof was scraping the tops of the cars 
again, 

The string of cars had reached the bottom 
of the slope and were running on fhe level 
bottom of the mine, but it was a mile back 
to the point where the mine was being 
worked. 

A light gleamed ahead. “It is the door 
tender,”” said Mr. Wright. The cars 
rumbled on. The door was held open. 
There was a limpse of a sutty face, a shout 
from the door tender and darkness again. 

At last other lights shone ahead. The 
String of cars stopped at the end of the 
run and the two passengers with difficulty 
Squeezed out between the top of the box 
and the roof. 

The tracks went a mile further into the 
mine, but up to that point the cars of coal 
were drawn by mule power. 

‘“‘We will walk the rest of the way,” said 
Mr. Wright. It was the beginning of a 
three hours’ tramp through underground 
scenery which was always the same and 
yet always wierdly changeful. 

It was not a delightful stroll. The mud 
was ankle deep in general and knee deep 
in spots. .'[The roof was scarcely more than 
four feet from the floor. Every few min- 
vtes a string of three cars, drawn by a 
mule, was met, and the two pedestrians 
had to cling to the side of the entry while 
the train passed. 

At the junction of two entries two men 
and a boy were seated on chunks of coal 
eating their dinner. They continued the 
exercise long enough for a flash light pho- 
tograph to be taken of them and then 
went back into their room to work. 

A mule was stopped on a picturesque bit 
of subterranean roadway and forced to 
stand for his photograph much to his im- 
patience, and when the flash was set off in 
his face he would have trampled down the 
rhotographer and his camera but for the 
fact that the front car had been lifted 
from the rails by the miners in anticipa- 
tion of such an impulse seizing the brute. 

Nobody is permitted to ride out of: the 
mine in the cars, because if anything were 
to happen to them while they are being 
drawn up the incline it would be sure 
death to the passenger, so the two had to 
walk the mile to the surface.

HE POST-DISPATCH takes in 20,000,000 nickels in a year. 
These nickels would make 1.082 columns each as high as the 
Post-Dispatch building—77 feet. 
The Post-Dispatch takes in 63,929 n ickels for each of the 313 weekdays in 
the year, or three and one-half columns of pennies as high as the Post- 
Dispatch building every Monday, Tuesday, Wednesday, Thursday, Friday 


and Saturday. 
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AORES OF NICKELS FOR CAR FARES. 


HE St. Louis Transit Co. is estimated to handle 140,000,000 nickels a 
year. 
For these 140,000,000 nickels it carries half the population of St. 

Louis every day a distance equal to thrice the circumference of the globe. 

Spread out side by side, these nickels would cover 113,750,000 square 
inches, 

Stacked in a pile they would be about 3699 times as high as the 
tallest building in St. Louis, which is 200 feet. 
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Assuming five miles to be an average dis- 
tance for each trip, the transit company 
cars would cover 69,510 miles in the aggre- 
gate every day. 

As the circumference of the earth is not 
quite 25,000 miles, this would go to prove 
that the Transit company cars carried 
half the population of St. Louis almost 
three times iround the world every day 
in return for $17,611.35 in nickels. 

Vice-President du Pont, however, says 
the figures are even underestimated by 
this interesting statistician. 


He says the reports of his company for 
August show that the cars covered on an 
average 90,752 miles per day that month, 
the total for the month being 2,813,328 miles. 

Taking 99,752 miles as a daily average 
for the year, the company’s cars carry half 
the population three and one-half times 
around the world daily. 

The Post-Dispatch handles an enormous 
number of pennies each year. 

During the past twelve months 20,000,000 
pennies have been handed newsboys and 
other venders of the Post-Dispatch for the 
daily paper alone.

HE 8t. Louls Transit Co. is collecting from St. Louis street car patrons in 
a year a column of nickels 138 miles high. 

That’s money. Croesus himself would have looked at that. J. Pier- 
pont Morgan would like to thump to see if it were ripe. Russell Sage, who has 
not lifted his nose from the grindstone in 40 years, would look up long enough to 
see if he could see the top of it. 

If this column of nickels stood in St. Louis and a south wind blew it down, 
the top of it would fall 12 miles beyond Hannibal, Mo., and they would be picking 
up nickels all around Tom Sawyer’s cave. 

If all these nickels were strung side by side in a bangle they would reach 
from St. Louis to El Paso, as the railroads run, or 1700 miles to the City of Mex- 
ico, as the crow flies. 

They would weigh as much as 11 big mogul locomotives each weighing 70 tons. 

This is one feat of small change in St. Louis. Here is another 

Post-Dispatch newsboys were handed 20,000,000 pennies in the last year. 

Every working day in the week these boys took in 63,229 pennies, which would 
make three and one-half columns as high as the Post-Dispatch building—77 feet. 
All the pennies taken in during the 313 working days of the year would make a

Figuring from the number of passengers 
during the past quarter, the aggregate for 
the year would be exactly 139,903,564. 

If all the nickels handed conductors by 
that number of revenue passengers were 
laid side by side they would reach from 
St. Louis to El Paso, Tex., on the Merxi- 
can border. 

If they were packed together and their 
edges placed on the ground they would 
reach to Hannibal, Mo. 

If they could all be stacked in a pile one 
on top of the other the pile would reach 
108 miles in the air. 

It would reach 2876 times as high as the 
Chemical building, St. Louis’ tallest sky- 
gcraper. 


Spread out side by side these nickels 
would cover eight 8t. Louis blocks. 

They would weigh 769% tons—as much as 
J1 giant mogul! locomotives, or as much as 
il of the giant printing presses such as the 
Sunday Post-Dispatch displays—both loco- 
motives and presses weighing 70 tons each. 
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If spread out between the rails of the 
transit company’s 390 miles of track in 
St. Louis and St. Louis County they would 
cover every inch of space between 300 
miles of the track, the rails of which are 5 
feet 4 inches apart. 

It would seem that an army of account- 
ants would be needed to handle these

, unnecessary. 


Only eight men are employed to handle 
the nickels after the conductors turn them 
in. They, in turn, send them to Mr. Ad- 
kins’ office in sacks of 1000 each, whence 
they are deposited in bank. 

The eight accountants are etationed at 
the ‘headquarters of the important divis- 
fons. They turn over to Mr. Adkins only 
about $700 daily in nickels. 


The rest comes to Mr. Adkins and his 


aides in the shape of larger currency. The 


great majority of the nickels go right 
back to the public in change. In fact, 
sometimes the demand on the part of the 
public for change keeps the conductors 


' hustling to get enough nickels to do busi- 


ness regardless of the large number they 
receive. 


Prior to one year ago all the nickels 
turned in by the transit company con- 
ductors were piled up in Secretary Ad- 
kins’ office at Vandeventer and Park ave- 
nue and counted there. That is, all the 
nickels now counted by the eight division 
counters. 

To facilitate the counting of these oceans 
of nickels Mr. Adkins and his assistants 
employed a contrivance invented and pat- 
ented by R. A. Leussler, an accountant in 
the office. 

This contrivance is an oblong wooden box 
about four feet long and two feet wide 
fitted with rockers like a cradle. 

In the center of the box is a movable 
frame in which are fitted 100 small squares. 

Sach is exactly large enough to hold a 
nickel, 

One swing of the “cradle” and $ in 
nickels are deposited in the frame. An- 
other swing and the remainder of the nick- 
els roll back into one end of the box. Then 
a spring lowers one end of the frame and 
the $5 in nickels drop into a lower box. 

By this operation the nickels could be 
rapidly counted. Since the wholesale count- 
ing of nickels in Mr. Adkins’ office has been 
discontinued, the device has gone out of 


commission there and Mr. Leussler has sold 
the rights. 

Interesting deductions may be made not 
only from the number of nickels handled 
by the transit company annually, but from 
the number of persons who furnish the 
nickels and the distance they travel on 
them. 

One enterprising statisticlan has figured 
out that for $17,611.85 in nickels which it 
receives on an average every day the com- 
pany carries half the population of St. 
Louis almost three times the distance 
around the world. " 

He reaches the conclusion by this process. 

The reports of the transit company to 
the city register for the nine months end- 
ed Oct. 1 show a total of 96,158,073 passen- 
gers carried. 

This is at the rate of 852,227 passengers 
per day. 

Three hundred and fifty-two 
two hundred and twenty-seven is about one- 
half the population of St. Louis. 

Five cents from each passenger would 
make the total receipts per day $17,611.85.

Fifteen or twenty thousand daily, how- 
ever, are turned into the Post-Dispatch cir- 
culation department. Of this amount, only 
about $30 a day is sent to the bank, the

Extractions, ad- 
justing crooked and trimming pointed 
teeth and an occasional filling in the case 
of a race horse, fs all there is to horse 
dentistry. Bridge work has been done on 
one or two rare occasions as a demonstra- 
tion of possibilities.

Strangely enough, a heart wound made by 
a knife seems more fatal than that made 
by a bullet. Dr. Tredelenberg of Leipsic, 
one of the most famous surgeons of Eu- 
rope, declared last year before the surgical 
congress in Vienna that there were no few- 
er than nineteeen perfectly authenticated 
cases of persons living with a bulet tm- 
bedded in their hearts. Of course these al! 
have been disclosed by the Xrays. There 
have been many instances in which autop- 
sies have disclosed bullets in the heart. 

The reasons why the operation of sewing 
up a wound fm the heart has not been per- 
formed oftener is not due to the fear of 
surgeons to operate, but because the vic- 
tims usually bleeds to death before an op- 
eration can be performéd. 

It should be explained, however, that 
the best authorities are of the opinion 
that in all instances where the heart has 
been injured by a knife or a bullet and the 
patient has survived, the cavity has not 
been penetrated. If the walls of the organ 
are perforated the victim must bleed to 
death before a surgeon can come to his 
rescue. 

Mrs. Kingsley was stabbed on Oct. 20, 
and lived until Oct. 23. She was hurried 
almost immediately to Bellevue Hospital. 
Dr. Stewart, the professor of anatomy and 
clinical surgery was hastfly summoned. 
He found that the knife had entered be- 
tween the fifth and sixth ribs on the left 
side, penetrating the pericarium and the 
left ventrical, 

It was necessary for the surgeon to make 
bisenting incisions, drawing back a flap 
and then remove a rib to be able to work 
at all. The pericardium was slit open and 
the edges pulled aside, thus exposing the 


heart. The blood could be seen spurting 
from the wound in the ventrical. The 
woman was then bleeding to death. In- 
deed, there was little hope for her recov- 
ery. " 

It was imperative to work swiftly, and 
the spurting of the blood interfered great- 
lv. Dr. Stewart found it necessary to take 
no fewer than six stitches in order. to sew 
up the wound in the ventrical. The su- 
tures were drawn tight and the expul- 
sion Of the blood through the wound was 
checked. It was necessary to take the 
stitches between heart beats—that is,

‘In the short intervals when the heart was 
still, which added still further to the del- 


icacy and difficulty of the operation. 
Proper arrangements were made for drain- 
age and then the pericardium and the 
internal incision were sewed up. 

A solution of common salt was injected. 
The medical men have long known the 
efficacy of the saline solution, but it was 
only recently ‘that Prof. Loeb of Chicago 
pointed out that common salt is a sort of 
food for the heart. 

Dr. H. F. Nietert, the superintendent of 
the City Hospital in St. Louis, has per- 
formed two operations of the same kind. 
The first was successful in a technical 
sense, although the victims did not sur- 
vive. He was Philip Gunn and he had

ITH all my happy memories of St. 
Louis, how hard it was to go 
back there to the feeling that met 
us in ’6l—the beginning of the war. Every- 
thing was changed. There was no life on 
the river. Many steamboats were laid up 


at the wharves, no fire under their Boil- 
ers, swinging with the current. As we 
drove through the streets we saw, only 
closed shutters. 

It was a hostile city and showed itself as 
such. My cousin herself (Brent’s daugh- 
ter) was absent and her family was in 
France, but she had written to have her 
man of business to meet us and take us 
to her beautiful home on Chouteau ave- 
nue and Eighth street. The old butler, 
‘“tTnele’’ Vint, welcomed us. My cousin 
insisted that we should use the house as 
we needed and it became headquarters of 
the war department. 


Standing on its own grounds with three 
streets bounding them, it was convenient 
for the review of the regiments which 
came pouring in from neighboring states. 
Then came the good Dorothy Dea, given 
of heaven for the help of the insane pris- 
oners and now of the sick and the wound- 
ded. And then came every evening, after 
the army life, the goed Admiral Foote, 
whose heart was sore that the work of the 
gunboats was stopped and precious time 
was given to the enemy to fortify. And there 
came Gen. Sherman, while waiting orders 
—out of favor because he had said not 
60,000 nor 90,000 nor 200,000 men could end 
the war. And there Gen. Grant was given 
his first command. 

Fine odd linens, and bottles of good wine 
would be sent to me, with no name, but 
a line to say they were for the sick in the 
hospitals and one said: “Not sent to the 
wife of the Yankee general, but to the 
daughter of Mrs. Benton, who always gave 
to all who needed help.”

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THE MORMONS 


HE doctrine of “blood atonement” ef 
tributed to the Mormons in connes» 
tion with a recent murder in New 

York City, has figured prominently in Eng- 

lish literature for more than half a cen- 

tury. It seems to have sprung mainly from 
the incidents connected with and following 

the ‘“Mountain Meadows’’ massacre in 1857. 

Scores of books and pamphiets on this 


subject have been written, most of them 
by the pens of those whose opposition to 
Mormonism fn any form was intense ané@ 
compromising. ¢ 


The opposition to the doctrines of the 
“Latter Day Saints’ prior to 1847 seems 
to have been caused mainly by an abhor- 
rence of the doctrine of polygamy, because 
of which the followers of Joseph Smith and 
Brigham Young were driven from one place 
to another until they finally settled in Utah. 

Up to this time little or nothing ts said 
about ‘‘blood atonement,” but after the 
‘“Mountain Meadows” horror the books up- 
on Mormonism written by its enemies teem 
with assertions that the term means noth- 
ing else than a pretext for murdering such 
persons as stood in the way of the elders 
of the church when they wanted to “seal” 
unto themselves the wives or daughters of 
the unfortunate victims. ._Upon this belief 
is based much of the anti-Mormon litera- 
ture now extant. 

The story of the massacre itself forms an 
interesting chapter in the history of the 
United States. It was fully told for the 
first time during the trial of James D. 
Lee, a Mormon bishop, who was convicted 
in 1877 of having taken part fn It. 

The facts as brought out at the trial 
showed that the Mormons had induced the 
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their arms under promise of protection, 
after which they, together with their In- 
dian allies, slaughtered men, women and 
children, leaving their bodies unburied on 
the plains a few miles from Salt Lake City, 

Lee was taken to: the scene of the massa- 
cre an@ legally shot to death. He made @ 
confession embodying the above facts. 

The persons selected to carry out the al- 
\leged murderous mandates of the church 
are commonly known as “Danites” and 
“Avenging Angels.”

The beginning of the nineteenth century

HERE t nothing in college life so 
full: of diagipline am college teothall. 
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youth these things soon mend. But MNfe 
goes on and its lessons must be yearned, 
Better for all of us if they be learned at 
the outset. ; 

One of the lessons football teaches is 
dogged persistence. The player must take 
his punishment without whining and 
though bruised and shaken, fall back into 
place and keep on battling, never falter- 
ing until the goal is reached. 

What great battle of life was ever won 
without dogged persistence and unheralded 
wounds? There is compensation in the 
cye blackened and in the Iimp acquired 
on the football field. They are badges of 
honor. The boy as well as the man admires 
a game fighter. 

There is an occasional accident to the 
football player as there is to men and boys 
otherwise engaged. Serious accidents oc- 
cur more rarely to football players than 
to others, and usually these accidents are 
from lack of training or lack of skill or 
failure to use the protecting devices that 
have added much to the safety of the 
game. 

Scientific football players know how to 
guard against accident. For instance, they 
fall on their faces with lungs inflated and 
bodies stiffened. ‘They do this instinct- 
ively Dy the time the real football season 
opens. 

Hardened as they are by gymnasium and 
track work in the spring, bumps that would 
mf up @ man not in raining eve nat basded 
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There is a moral lesson as well as a les- 
son in hygienic living that football train- 
ing impresses. 

The moment a boy enters the college foot- 
ball team he goes on a regime that tests 
his stamina. He must eat at the training 
table, where the menu is simple and plain. 
He gets no coffee. He gets no tea. Most 
of the things he liked to eat are cut from 
his fare. He is forbidden to smoke. A 
cigarette found in his possession would 
mean instant dismissal from the team. He 
cannot drink spirituous or malt liquors, 
And he is forced to go to bed with the 
chickens. He must take certain morning 
exercises and certain ways of bathing are 
laid down. He must breathe so and s0 
and carry himself so and so. 

All this is nygienic, though not necessar- 
ily moral, save that a clean and well- 
groomed body is a body likely to be a poor 
harborage for wickedness. But in part 
of his training instruction the moral is 
combined with the hygienic, for the boy 
is taught that the mind has great effect 
over the body and that impure thoughts 
as well as acts lesson bodily powers, and 
that right-thinking as well as right-living 
are necessary to perfect physical condi- 
tion. This I consider the most important 
of all the important lessons that — 


REAT presence of mind in cases of 
emerg2ncy, where lives hang upon 
the thought and action of seconds, is 
so rare as to excite univerzal admiration. 
One’s blood runs faster at the story of 
the young Austrian artillerist who, secing 
a gun trained by accident on the spot 
where his general stood, during the army 
manervers at Remembertover last year, 
fing himsclf in front of the general just 
in time to recedve tho fatal shot. The ar- 
tillerist was a Jew, 20 years old. Hs body 
was followed te the grave by more thal a 
hundred Austrian officers, and the general 
whose life he had saved wept as he pro- 
nounced the funeral oration. 
A number of other recent cases of this 


kind are on record. 

A party of Rimington’s Scouts were gal- 
loping back to their column hotly pur- 
sued by a much superior force of Boers, 
during the recent South African war. 
Suddenly they came upon a stiff fence 
of barbed wire. They had no wire cutter 
among them, so turned at right angles, 
and galloped along it looking for an open- 
ing. Instead, they found another fence 
running at right angles to the first. They 


were hopelessly trapped. 

A trooper named Fraser suddenly extri- 
cated himself from the throng. He pulled 
his feet from his stirrups, rammed home 
his spurs, and went at #e fence as hard as 
he could pelt. The shock was fearful. The 


horse was killed on the spot, the man 
hurled many yards over its head. But the 
wtres were snapped, and the others, riding 
through the gap, picked up the insensible 
body of their comrade and escaped. 

An unknown number of people owe their 
lives to John Philip Sousa. On one occa- 
sion he was playing to an audience of 12,000 
people in St. Louis, when the electric lights 
in the hall suddenly went out, Someone 
shouted “Fire!” and an ominous rustle 
made itself heard through the gloom. Rap, 
rap, went Sousa’s baton, and withoyt an 
instant’s hesitation the band burst forth 
into “O, Dear, What Can the Matter Be?" 

The uneasy rustle turned to a ripple of 
laughter, and when this alr was rapidly 
followed by ‘‘Wait Till the Clouds Roll 
By,” a roar of merriment showed that the 
situation was saved. 

By just such a quick thought a keeper 
ina Hamburg menagerie saved a comrade’s 
life which was apparently beyond all hu- 
man aid. A full-grown tiger had suddenly 
turned upon the cleaner, who had entered 
its cage. It was between him and the 
door, creeping slowly upon him with 
stealthy steps and yellow, glowing eyes. 

The man, paralyzed with terror, stood 
motionless against the bars, There was 
only one spectator of the scene, and he 
was unarmed. But quick wit provided him 
with a better weapon that hot irons or 
rifles. A sharp hiss pierced the stillness, 
just the sound that the great python of 
the Indian jungle makes when coiled ready 
to strike. 

The tiger heard it and its body quivered 
and seemed to grow smaller. Another hiss 
and the savage brute sank down cowering 
upon the floor of its cage, and thought no
